It is part of oui buaine'ss to record deeds, 
but not deeds of real estate. At present it 
^becomes out duty to record the last deed of 
nhe ailininislration. It has pleased a grateful 
Hsountry to reward arjother of the faithful, by 
-conferring a merited and substantial mark 
-of diatinclion in the shape of £400 a year and 
ipickinga unlcnown on another of her sons, 
tthe amiable E G. Alston Esq. Ho has been 
.made Kegistrar-General of the colony. 
IHereafter ehouUl any be so uncharitable us 
»tO quote Virgil anglicised :

In order to 
register a deed uiKler ilie present Act, you 
lodge the deed with tlie Kesistrnr 'for safe- 
keeping, and get a certilicate. No trans- 
cript is made, a,nd the original relum- 
ed. The latter is the kiiul of Act the coua- 
try wants, aiil without it will not be 
aati.sfied. The present Uegialratiora Act 
will, iherefiire, be repealed as soon as 
enough intelligence can bo ^onnd in the 
Legislature to do it. In viewof repeal, then 
the Act merely amounta to special legislation 
to provide an office for one of the faithful— a 
tnere waste-paper office. 

When the Ealimatea were under consid- 
wration, it was agieed by resolution that ihe 
Kegialtar of the Supreme Court shouhl 
alao be Registrar of Title Deeds, with a ^a- 
lary of J£400 a year. Now the ilegi.tirar of 
the Supreme Court is to yet £250, nnJ tliK 
Registrar of Title Deeds «els £-100.

the bridge in process ofy'oonstruction at 
Bridge llirer, intended to cross the Froser, 
has fallen down, and that it will be im.

This is considered a great misfortune 
by the people ol Coyoosh and those depen- 
dent on the HatrisonJLillooet route for sup- 
plies. The bridge, it was expected, would 
lessen the cost of transportation of goods 
to Cariboo and enable paiskers, for a mere 
nominal toll, to cross their animals, and 
load on the east side ofFraser, instead of on 
tho west side, a.^ at present. Besides, it 
was calculated that the packers would pack 
direct from Seton Lake to Cariboo. The 
existence of the bridge would also have 
uaused many of the immigrants to prefer 
that route to tho one llio Fraset River, and 
tho river might have beeii , crossed at all 
seasons of the year, whicli lis aii extremely 
hazardous andejtak|ng for boata during the 
winter months, from the large quantities of 
drift-ice generally met with in ili'at section. 

A WiNDv D.^Y.— Yesterday was a windy, 
gusty, blustering day. Old Boreas stretched 
himself at lull length to let people see vfhat 
he could do when ho had a mind. Hats 
flow, coat.tails and petliooata flapped, sign- 
boards creaked, tih-robfs rattled, fences 
lurobled down, frame houses rocked to and 
fro as if smitten with a land-shake, and 
small craft were tossed about by the waves 
of Ihe harbor like feathers.

HOW THE DEED WAS DOKE. 

These Indians, it seems, have done this 
deed wilh more skill and cunning than was 
supposed 10 bo possessed by them. They 
all stripped their clothes off, and went to 
Price's house ill their blankets only. Two 
of them boldly entereil the house and butch- 
ered poor Price— leaving one at the door to 
watch — and came out without leaving a soil 
of blood upon anything in the house, except 
upon the body of the poor mortal they had 
deprived of life. 

THE GOVERN.MENT TO BLAME EOR THIS 
MURDER. 

People here think that thi.s horrible deed 
might have been avoided had the govern- 
n.eni made better provision for tho care of 
felons— from the fact that there have been 
two Indians in custodyall winter here; one 
ofthemforlhe murder of Chinamen, con- 
victed and sentenced to two years impiison- 
ment, and another foi the murder of a while 
man by the name ol Waite, last spring. 

MUnDEnERS AS BODY-SERV.\NTB. 

These two wortliii's are allowed to go 
about neatly as tliey please and act as ser- 
vants for the olFicial here.

Murder is ahroad, and its red hiind is seen 
frotn Cayooshto Victoria! Your article " Is 
Murder a Crime'?" approves itself to every 
thinking man, although perjured juries com- 
plain, and milk-and-water philnnthroi)hists 
and hireling newspaper Itadies cry "shame." 
We remember Birney, his aiteuipt to kill, 
and his few years imprisonment ; Snelling, 
hi,s deed of bloud ; Millingtou and his ac- 
quittal. 

British Columbia now " itops the way," 
and ihe murderers of Price and White have 
to be found, tried, and we trust convicted, 
lhal is if we have a judge whose judgment 
is to be depended on, and a jury who prefer 
Iheiroalh to their friendship, their love of 
justice totheii love for Iho criminal. 

But even when condemned, a false prin- 
ciple may exonerate the criminal. An In- 
dian murders a Chinaman for his blankets— 
the murder is proved to be one of the most 
cool and deliberate affairs in the annals of 
crime— iho murderer is sentenced to be 
hanged— people are wailing to hear of his 
e.vecuiion — when post haste goes a petition 
to the Governor, the Indian is- reprieved, the 
Chinaman unavenged. ■> 

Jastice Ball and the petilionera may plead 
nervousness or absence of the military ; or 
Lytton philanthrophists may preler Indian 
to Cnina blood. We only know that Lytton 
is between Cayoosh and Fort Hope ; that at 
the two extremes lie the bodies of two men, 
foully and cruelly murdeied, while in ihe 
centre a murderer and robber, under the 
condemnation of a righteous^ law, escapes 
that punishment due to his crime and to the 
law which condemned him. 

Chinamen arc complaining, the white pop- 
nlulion are feeling insecure, and unless ju.^- 
tice be meted out (and that speedily)the hiw i 
of self-preservation may do that -wliich a 
weak judiciary and impure jurymen fail 
to do.
